The Russo-German treaty was the first warning 

that their voice would be heard. He adduced proof that Europe's 

danger was that there wes no accepted frontier from the Baltic to 

the Black Sea, and earnestly wished that America had been at Genos, 

because her very aloofness gives hera right to speak with peculiar 
authority. 

He was confident that in his own life time Europe would be 
again « weltar of blood, unless the conference objects were attained.

Mr. Lloyd George prefaced his alarmist description of Europe 
with a declaration that Genoa was a landmark inthe history of the 
world, because the direation Europe would take depended upon its 
decisions. He rabuked the impatient people who thouGht solation 
poasihlein a fortnight, and recalled that the duration of the 
Washington conference far exceeded estimates. He did not gay that

deep-rooted difficulties could be overcome in a month. 

He was asconfident as when he arrived at -Genox that people 
who supposed that any combination would be able to keep down the 
Russians and Germans were either bling or blinkered. He longago

Interesting Lecture at 

_ Helena May Institute. 


The terrible conditions in 
Rossis, Austria and other placce 
in Enrope as a @sutt of the recent 
war and its aftermath and the 
good work done.to relieve the 
suffering by the Students’ War 
Relief Fond wore desoribed by 
Meademoisolla Bidgrain, travelling 
secretary of the World Student 
Christian Federation, to a.small 
but interested acdisnce st the 
Helena May Institute this morn- 
ing. Thespeaker was introduced 
by brs. Kemp, who presided over 
the gathering. . . 


Mademoi-elle Bidgrain explain- 
ed that the activities of the 
Students’. War Relief Fund were 
started after the war because’ of 
the needs of countries in Europe, 
but the work was not confined to 
European students. The speaker 
went on to give the bistory of the 
World Christian Federation. This 
bedy was formed twenty-saveo 
Fears ago by five ‘different 
countries—Great Britain, Canada, 
the United States, Scandinavia 
aod Germany. These associatigns 
came tegether and the movement 
now flourished all over the world. 
Showing the size of the organisa- 
tion, Mademoiselle Bidgrain 
mentioned that it now had two 
hundred thousand membars and 
at the last conference, held in 
Peking. representatives were 
present from thirty-one different 
countries.

camps, advice on religious topics, 
the discussion of general topics 
and, questions of the day as being 
all within the scope of.the actirv- 
ities of the Federation.

through a Chinese concern, secured 
the building of this important tram- 
way system. In Mukden, Manchu- 
ria, they have, through a Danish 
firm, Messrs. Nielsen and Co., 
secured @ contract from Marshal 
Chang Tso-lia, for the building of a 
large arsenal, which will be able to 
turn out artillery, At the same 
time they secured a large order for 
textile and other machinery amount- 
ing to a considerable amount of 
money. When these contracts were 
secured the business firms of other 
nationalities in China were greatly 


surprised, aod they were also great-|‘ 


ly surprised when they saw by the 
Customs retarns that every month 
the German importa were growing 
in volume. 

It is foolish to undervalue the 
im portence of German competition 
in this being dane. Germany's best 
business men are being sent out 
here, and these, in conjunction with 
the German business men. who have 
worked many years in Chins and 
know the conditions, are & ocom- 
mercial and business force to be 
reckoned with?

The choapaeas of Garman lahour in 
comparison with that in other 
European countries and America, 
tha determined effort the German 
people are making again to place 
their conntry ona, sound economic 
and industrial basis and the large 
stocks of manufactured goods of 
certain descriptions which they have 
already on hand awaiting the por 
chaser, are all factors tending to 
ward success, Their knowledge of 
the country and“language, their 


painstaking care and attention tof 


detail; and their willingness to work 
long hours even under the climatic 
conditions prevailing here, are algo 
in their favour. - 
Favourable Conditions, 

Although China entered the war 
on the side of the Allies the ma- 
jority of the officials and merchants 
are pro-German and are in sym 
pathy with the German efforts to 
resume their old business relations. 
In the past the Germans were 
lenient with the Chinese, and they 
also gave them longer credits than 
did the business houses of other 
nationalities. - The German is also 
more poltte and attentive to them; 
he will go out of. his way to enter- 
tain them and treat them as Chi- 
nese geotlemen, a thiog that, is very 
much appreciated by the Chinese. 

Another thing in favour of the 
German is the fact that be has 
made so close a study of Chinese 
characteristics, superstitions and 
customs that he never makes the 
mistake of putting Iabels or trade 
marks on articles that are likely to 
offend them, and, furthermore, if a 
Chinese merchant expresses the 
wish that an article be wrapped in 
this or that coloured paper or put 
in a certain kind of box, he will see 
that his instructions are carried out 
to the minntest detail. Such little 
things are often overlooked by other 
exporters, for they consider what is 
good and anficient for their own 
nationals should be good enouzh 
for the. Chinese. 
not the case: The Chinese buyer 
knows what he wants. and unless 
he can get it from one Arm he will 
ge to another that will give it to 
Kira. 

Business Can Be Done. 

Tt must be remembered that while 
the Government is in ‘financial 
difficulties, the merchants and 
traders are not. .Mueh of the busi- 
ness clone with the Government is 
in railway supglica and other similar 
contracts but tae real business of 
China is with the people through 
Chinese merchants and traders. 
Business of this nature can always) 
he covered by bank guarantees or 
bargain muney. There is plenty of 
money ‘in the country even theugh 
it is not in the hands of the Govern. 
ment. It is 
cantil=. and business communities. 
Most of the nations are striving ty 
obtain = supremacy commercially, 
and foremost among them is Ger. 
many. Those foreizn firms which 
refuse to accept German, competi 
tion seriously, I believe, are com- 
mitting anerror they will regret 
later. For German competition is 
once more a fact in this part of the 
world and in respect to the German 
it will be admitted, I think, that 
they are usually quite thorough in 
what they do-—Shanghai Times

EARLIER TELEGRAMS. 


THE IRISH IMBROGLIO. 
London, April 27. 

The latest development in the complex situation in Ireland has 
threatened to rupture the working relations between the. Northern 
and Southern Governments, The latter has-refused to co-operate 
with Ulster ‘on the Railway Commission, whieh is about to meet 
to settle labour troubles, declaring that the situation in Belfast 
and Sir James Craig’s refusal to release certain prisoners is tanta- 
mount to a breach of the agreement signed in London a month ago. 
The Free State Commission will, therefore. act alone. Sir James 
Craig replying, contends that he has striven to fulfil the agreement 
with Mr. Michael Collins, but pcints ont the continuation of raids 
zcroas the Ulster border and the boycott of Ulster goods. Mr. 
Griffith, addressing the reassembled Dail Eireann, said -that what- 
ever measures were necessary would be taken to secure the 
electorate of Ireland, so that they could freely wete on the Treaty. 
The Minister of Defence denoonced the matineers and said that 332 
post offices had been raided. Many prominent firms were tem- 
porarily closing their offices: A remarkable manifesto has been 
vmanimously issued by the Cathelc bishops assembled at May- 
nooth which vigorously denounces the mutineers and says ther 
fre mnaking a shameful war on their owr: country. They are par- 
Ficides instead of patriots and the whole system of militarz despotism 
Is detestable and unbearable 't- the people whe regard 
horror and disguac. 


THE JAPANESE EARTHQUAKE. 
Tokyo, April 27. 

The earthquake was first felt at 10 o°clock in the morning and 
lasted for 15 minutes. It damaged buildingg in the. city and 
vicinity, including the American Embasay, where mary exhibirs 
for-the Peace Exhibition were broken. Seismcgraphs at the 
Observatory were damaged and telegraphs and telephones inter- 
rupted. Three persons were killed and 100 injured, no Europeans. 
There was also damage at Yokohama, where the Chinese quarter 
was destroyed and the waterworks damaged. Tne Prince of Wales, 
motorisg from Hakone to Kyoto, felt no shocx. 


THE PRINCE AT KYOTO. 

. Kyoto, April 27. 
.The Prince of Wales arrived at Kyoto at 9.30 this morn- 
‘ing. The city, was gorgeously decorated and crowded” with 
enthusiastic sightseers. He was met by the Mayor and civic 
authorities and drove amid a hiurricane of banzais to the Omiya 
Palace. In the afternoon he visited the Imperial Mausoleum at 
Momoyama. Before leaving Miyanoshita he sent the Regent a tele- 
-gram of sympathy for the sufferers of the earthquake. ? 


GAOL BREAKING IN INDIA. 
Calcutta, April 27. 

A serious mutiny broke at the Presidency Gaol and a number of 
prisoners set fire to the buildings in an attempted outbreak. The 
worders used firearms and killed three. The Gaol did net contain 
any political prisoners.

. Malaga (Spain), April 27. 

The ‘death, roll of the fire at the Government quarters is now 
between 50 and 60. 

The Government building. i is still burning, but it is hoped that 
the flames will be mastered before they. reach the Civil Governor's 
apartments.

Many strong comments have 
been passed by shipowners on the 


recent action of the’ Austratian . 


Seamen's Union. Their action 
reveals trado union tyranny in its 
worst form; because it ia not 
marely a dlow at shipownars 

at anthority, butis «direct attsok 
upon fellow workers. The chief 
sufferer by the sation of the Aus- 
tralian Seamen's Union is tha 
British sailor. Is he going to 
tolerate suchoppressivemosacres? 
writes a correspondent in the 
Liverpool Journal of, Commerce. 
. From inquiries in city shipping 
cistles it is kearnt thet combined 
plans ara being made by the 
crews and owners to see that the 
Largs Bsy incident is not 
repeated. 

Withso much unemploymeatin 
the British Mercantile Marine, it 
is not tikeJy thatthe British sailor 
will tolerate action by which he is 
pushed ont of his legitimate job by - 
the orders of agroup of hysterical 
Bolshevists in Australis. . 

Such terms are not too strong 
for the purpose of describing the 
recent action of the Australian 
Union. It is interesting to tora 
to one page of its domestic 
history. ‘Lhe union is led by Mr, 
Walsh, who married Miss Adela 
Pankhurst, tho wildest branch of | 
tho well-known suffragist family. 
A combine between two avowed 
ex‘remists of this character is 
naturally enoagh to give birth to 
incidente’of the sort which caused 
such trouble tha otherday on the 
Largs Bay. 

Although the Australian Union 
ooly pushed out the British sailors 
on a Commonwealth Government 
Line vessel, they have attempted 
the same action in other direc- 
tions: The seriousness of the 
situation affects most of the 
English companies with shipping 
interests in Australia. 

It was unfortunate that the 
members of the union got ther 
own way jp the firstcase. But 
as thoy struck justeas the Largs 
Bay was lesving, and Jarge oure- 
bers af passengers were waiting, 
the Commonwealth Line gave 
way simply for the comfort of 
passengers aod olbers concerned. 

Mr. Hughes is taking action to 
put this movement down ia 
Australia. He is not ‘only fight- 
iogthe battles of the shipowners 
and of the authorities, bat also of 
the British sailor. 

‘Fhet the strike hassimply been ” 
a reasonless agitation strike ie - 
evident from tbe fact that the 
Australian seamen and firemen 
have recently bad their wages in- 
creased £1 fa. ptr ronth. On 


the other hand the British ses — 


men and firenen bave recently 
bad two cutsin their wages.

Sho is now 
op her way to Australia, and will 
‘atrive in about three weeks’ time.

TO BE OR NOT TO BE. 


That isthe question, as Hamlet 
ssid—in other words, whether 
Chang Tso-lin and Wu Pui-foo 
are going to clash, bringing the 
horrors of civil war upon the 
republic, but possibly clearing 
the way for a better state of 
things; or whether sll those pre- 
patations acd all these rumours 
of war will and, 23 before, in the 
other kind of smoke. Will the 
sir be filled with artillery dis- 
charges, or only with the empty 
vapourings of "bambardment by 
This mach is toler- 
ably clear, that bath sidge are 
assembling all possible troops, 
and that only afew miles separate 
portions of the respective armies, 
which means that there-is a risk 
of some incidental circumstance 
precipitating a collision, whether 
the leaders so.will it or not. 


Against this. it is evident that 
doth sides hesitate over casting 
the die; Wo in particular is 
maintaining «& cautious attitude. 
It was reported a few days ago 
that the first shot hed actually 
been fired. Nothing has deve- 
loped out of the alleged occur- 
rence, whicb, if authentic, was 
probably an isolated affair. A 
leading consideration is that 
Tsao Kwan. the -Chibli super- 
Tuchun, adheres to a non-com- 
taittal stand. From one point of 
view, he is tound to Chang, 
from' anotber to Wu. If either 
can persuade or force him into 
line, the substantial reinfurce- 
ments he-could bring might 
easily induce 
party .to thraw down the gage, 
for the antagonism between the 
war lords of Fengtien and 
Loyang hes undoubtedly reached 
& point where hostilities are 
more than a possibility: Bat 
even now it is impossible to 
predict with. confidence what the 
rivals will do, so involvad are the 
crogs-currenta. 


Intrivsically there is no case 
for plunging the conntry into the 
the throes of war. Both sides 
iprofess to be animate!’ by a 
desira for reunification, and it is 
diffcalt to see how war is going 
to help this. Ordinary fogic 
Lindicates precisely the contrary. 
The impression forces i:seif upon 
the mind as strongly as aver that 
personal ambition end aggrand- 
isément are chiefly resp~nsible 
for the present atmorphere. Ap- 
parently the only ge od that could 
accrue to the Chinese people 


from a clasts between Chang sod | 


the- succossfulf 


Wn would be “to rid them from 
the ‘constant ‘ menaoe~ of -theaa 


Bation, or other militarista would 
arise to renew the rivalry, which’ 
illustrates again thet China‘s 
regeneration waits upon the 
awakening of the people. _ 


Labour Enquiries. 

Ty glancing through the annual 
report of the Hoftgkong General 
Chamber of Commerce we note 
that some considerable time ago 
the International Labour Office 
of the Leagua of Nations, which 
was established under the 
terms of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles, addressed an enquiry to 


the Chamber Tegarding [local 


indostriat and ecooomis condi-}' 


tions, “It was especially em- 
phasised.in tha communication 
that no direct or detailed enquiry 
into industriat undertakings or 
amongst warkeds was intencted, 
bet'the organisation sought to be 
supplied with information which 
already exisisso as to elucidate 
the subject and make it possible 
fo ascertain, at least approxi- 
mately, the effect of various 
economic and social phenomena 
on the movement of production 
and its resultz, A questionnaire 
accompanied the letter, but it was 
pointed out that all the queries 
might not necesssrily epoly to 
particular local conditions. All 
that wes really sought was soma 
teliable inforrastion along general 
lines. Tho reply of the Honz- 
kong Coamber was to the effect 
thet the questionnaire had been 
carefolly considered, bat that in 
view of local conditions it was 
regretted that it was impractice 
able to give the date required 
“owing to Imck of information 
available.” We wooder whether 
that was the kind afresponso that 
this international body got from 
all ‘organisations which i 
approached. 


Why the Refusal? 


Whst bas to be remambered in 
this connection is that the enquiry 
came from a responsible body 
craated under the Peace Treaty, 
acd not from some obscure con- 
gregation of cranks lackicg & 
sense of proportionate values. 
Tha fanctions of the International 
Labour Office, as disclosed by the 
Treats, are the collection and 
distribution of information an alt 
subjects relatiag to the inter- 
national adjustment of conditions 
of industrial life and Iabour. The 
Hongkong 'Chamber nead not 
thave been afraid of supplying 
auch information as it possessed, 
because the Powers agreeing to 
the League’s JIabour charter 
expressly - recognised, by the 
-Treaty terms, that differences 
of climate, babits and customs, 
of economic opportenity and 
industrial tradition made strict 
unsnimity ia the conditions of 
Jabour difficule of »smmadiate 
attainment. What the enquiring 
body wanted was some infor- 
mation of labour conditions kere, 
on broad Hines. We should have 
thought that “the Chamber of 
Commerce was the very -organ- 
isation which could bare supplied 
such ioformation. If the mem- 
bers of the Chamber don't know 
any tbing aboat local Isbour con- 
ditions, who do? The jobof the 
International Labour Office seems 
to be very similar to that of 
Hongkong newspaper reporters 
in seeking to gather Jocal newsa— 
it’s like trying to get blood out of 
a stoze, 

China’s Cycling Champion. 

Tt has often been remarked that 
China's traders carry on despite 
internecine warfare, nor have the 
conftiéts of tha Tuehuns deterred 
the country’s sporting elements 
trom holding a meet tor “the 
cycling championship of Caina.” 
This occurred. too, ia the “ neigh- 
bourhood ‘of Peking,” where the 
embattled ranks arp pesembling. 
There were twenty-six aompeti- 
tore, half of whom covered the 57 
kilomelres jnside 2b. 0m. the 
previous recori for the course. 
Y.T. Li cime io first, his time 
being 2h. 2m. On this showing 
Lidoes not yet threaten European 
or American records, but his time 
was quits a cyerlitable perform. 
ance, especially if the track isno™ 
up to Western standarde. The 
competition recalls Paul Guig- 
nard’s extraordinary performance 
at Manieb jn 1909, when :be_set 
up an hours reeard by covering 
over 101 kilometres (§$ miles, 259 
yds.) with motor pacing snd s 
wiod shield. . Neediess to sey, the 
special conditions aftgching to 
that record prevent -it from 
constituting any eort’of standard 
for ordinary racing. Some idea 
of Li's’ performance may be 
obtained by comparing it with 
H. Green's wnpaced 50’. miles

Professor Middleton Smith 
on its Finances. : 

To the course of an article on 
the University’ of Hongkers in 
the Far Eastera Review, Pro 
fessor Middleton Smith says:— 

It mast be ‘confessed that the 
original promotars of the univar- 
sity did aot realizé that modern 
engineering instractioh requires 
a great deal of monsy to ba spent 
on baildings—especially designed 
ss laboratories and workshops 
equipment and staff. Let it be 
assumed for a moment that there 
ia no technical education in Hong- 
kong and that it is proposad to 
createonly asohool of engineeri 
(civil, mechanical and electrical 
of x university types The follow- 
ing is a rongh estimate of the 
costs — 

First of all a site for a building 
is needed, giving a graund floor 
area of about 53,00 aq. (say 215 
acres) for offices and’ buildings 
for instructional purposes. To 
pat it -in. another way, 
the present floor ares actually 
occupied by the lecture rooms, 
drawicg offices, Ixboratories and 
workshops used by the engineer- 
ing stadents (including physica 
and chemistrg rooms) is 29,200 
sq. ft. Plaus sre in preparation 
for extensions which will cover a 
floor ares of about 45,000 sq. ft. 
In these days of increased cost of 
buildings these various rooms, 
laboratories offices and staff and 
student’s . residences for the 
facalty ofengineering only would 
cost about a million and a quarter 
dollars. Thero is also the site, 
which would be very costly. 

The present equipment. now 
used by the engineering students 
may be valued at £49,000 and it 
is hoped to increase the equip- 
ment by machines valued at £20,- 
000, in the near fotare. © 

Students’ common rooms, ‘res- 
idential quarters, recreation 
grounds, etc. algo cost money. 

To re-create a school of engin- 
eering at Hongkong such as 
exists to-day would dost about 
212 million dollars for capital 
outlay on Isnd, buildings and 
equipment togethar with 
capital sum of ss least 
one million dollars for on- 
dowment purposes for -yayment 
of staff and general maintenance 
of buildings and equipment. This 
is assuming that there would be, 
as at present, a stesdy income 
from students’ fees which era 
$300 a year for instruction and 
$249 a year for board and res- 
idence. A solely tecbaoical in- 
Stitution is less educative than a 
university which includes. sta. 
dents in medicine, arts, education 
acd sommerce; it’ cannot be 
sufficiently emphasized that the 
student learns lessons about life 
by meeting, students of other 
branches of learning. We.have, 
however, no space toelaborate on 
the cost of « modern univorsity. 

The balance sheet and accounts 
of the university at December 
31st, 1921, were published and we 
have made a few interesting 
excerpta. The total. assets ere 
Biven as $4,365,498, of which 
buildings and equipment totel 
$1,359,150 and investments {for 
endowments) $2,899,061. We very 
much doubt whether any other 
educational institution in Chine, 
witb the exception of the Union 
Medical College of Peking, bas 
such s strong financial basis as 
an endowment fund of nearly 
three million dollars,in addition to 
building», equipment, etc., valued 

fab $1,359,150. The land is not re- 
garded as an asset, acd its value 
is therefore in the balancesheet as 
it fs in reality 2 trust; butacon- 
servative estimate of the value of 
one millionsquare feet at West 
Point, Hongkong, is one million 
dollars. 

The annual income daring 1921 
seams to have been nearly $400,- 
000 end it is worth nothing as an 
indication of the progress that, in 
1914 (eight years ago} the annual 
income was less than $150,000.
